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Description 

The present invention relates to a device suitable 
for the Introduction of lavage liquids, for hygiene or ther- 
apeutic purposes, in internal ducts of the human or ani- 
mal body, according to the preamble of daim 1 . which is 
based upon GB-A-6842. 

PRIOR ART 

It is known thai, in case of particular affections of 
internal organs, such as the auricular, vaginal, uterine, 
anal, ducts, etc. medicaments have to be administered 
in the form of solutions for the in-igation of the duct, and 
that, also for a common preventive and hygiene praxis, 
the lavage of said internal parts should be performed 
regularly 

The instruments normally employed, continuous 
suppliers such as phleboclysis. syringes or other 
plunger instruments, rubber syringes, etc. have nor- 
mally a container in which is contained, or is taken in at 
the time of use. the liquid to be employed, which is then 
administered through a suitable duct. 

Obviously, with devices of that type it is necessary 
to repeatedly stop the lavage operations in order to 
allow the aspiration, or in general the outpouring of the 
introduced liquid from the duct which is being washed. 
This is evidently inconvenient for the operator and 
requires for the patient the presence of specialised per- 
sonnel in order that the operation be safely performed. 

In the art are also well known devices for irrigation 
of internal organs, such as a vagina or an abdominal 
cavity. For instance, US-A-1 503 579 (DEWEY) relates 
to vaginal syringes of the plug type, and its principal 
objects are first to provide for keeping cool the parts of 
said syringe which should be kept cool when a hot 
douche is used; second, to provide for a sanitary device 
which can be cleaned and sterilized. A canal is provided 
with inflow openings, whereas the drainage of the used 
liquid is performed by an outflow canal. 

GB-A-6842 (SPECK) and US-A-2 888 925 
(PHILIPS) show devices similar to the prior one. In par- 
ticular, they relate to syringes adapted for cleaning the 
human vagina. In GB-A-6842 (SPECK) the evacuation 
canal is a central one, whereas the inflow openings for 
the introduction of the dean liquid are peripherally dis- 
posed around said evacuation canal. On the contrary, in 
US-A-2 888 925 (PHIUPS) the discharge nozzle for the 
cleansing liquid is surrounded by a hollow body pro- 
vided with return feed holes in order to drain the used 
liquid off. 

EP-A-0 313 684 (GENEGO) describes a catheter 
apparatus particulariy adapted for implementing of the 
irrigation of the abdominal cavity. 

This apparatus comprises an irrigation canal having 
an aperture which provides a flow communication with 
the bladder. A drainage canal having a plurality of aper- 
tures is also provided. 


With these devices it is extremely difficult to perform 
deansing of the ear duct because of the short drcurt of 
the liquid between the inflow openings and the outflow 
canal. This is because the outcoming liquid through the 

5 canal works in order to suck incoming liquid from the ear 
duct. Therefore, effective cleaning cannot be done. 

Furthermore, these documents fail to disdose. 
teach or suggest an ear duct irrigation device as 
daimed in the present application. 

10 In order to overcome the drawbacks set forth 
above, the present invention provides for a device for 
the lavage of a human internal duct allowing at the 
same time the drainage of the lavage liquid, consisting 
of a body of substantially conical shape, which com- 

75 prises connecting means of the body to a reservoir for 
the distribution of the lavage liquid, an input canal 
through which the lavage liquid is introduced and an 
output canal for the drainage of the used liquid. 

The device is characterized by the fact that at least 

20 a part of the input canal for injection of the lavage liquid 
into an ear duct is inclined relative to the central axis of 
the body to direct impingement of the lavage liquid 
against wall surfaces of the ear duct without direct 
impingement of the stream against the eardrum.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION 

The present invention allows to obviate the men- 
tioned inconveniences by means of a device to be 
30 applied to the liquid supplying means, and in which a 
passage is provided through which the injected liquid 
may be drained out^thus permitting the performance of 
the dressing and/or lavage operations in a continuous 
and safe way. 

35 The invention will now be described with reference 

to the attached figures 1+3. which are shorn only for 

illustrative, non limitative purposes. 

Figure 1 represents a section through the device 

according to the invention. 
40 Rgure 2 represents a particular enrtKxiiment of the 

invention. 

Figure 3 represents, in section, some of the possi- 
ble embodiments for the discharge channel. 

As shown in figure 1 , the device according to the 
45 invention consists of a body 10 of essentially conical 
shape apt to be applied to tiie human body orifice of the 
duct through which the lavage operation has to be per- 
formed. 

According to a particular embodiment of the inven- 
50 tion, in case the device should be employed for auricular 
lavage, the body 1 0 may be made to adapt to the shape 
of the patient's ear, following the techniques commonly 
employed for taking the auricular prints (as it is done for 
instance when adapting to the ear devices for improving 
55 the hearing). The injection and drainage ducts are then 
adapted to tiie device as will be described further below. 

Said body 10 comprised a cavity 11 suitably 
shaped for connection (screwing, pressure, release 
connections, etc.) of tiie device to tiie liquid delivery 
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means. Rom the cavity 1 1 a canal 1 2 goes through the 
body 10 reaching the external side opposite to the cav- 
ity 11. 

Preferably the canal 12 is suitably shaped so that 
the injected liquid is deviated with respect to the central 
axis of the body 10. This may be obtained either by 
inclining the canal 12 with respect of the central axis of 
the body 10 (see fig.1) or bending it (see 13 in fig. 2). 

In this way. the injected liquid is projected against 
the sides of the duct rather than directly against its end 
surface. This avoids exerting a pressure, which may be 
damaging, directly on internal organs which may be 
sensitive, as for instance the tympan membrane. The 
canal 1 2 may have any section. kxJt preferably a cylindri- 
cal one; it may further be shaped or be provided with 
suitable deflectors of the liquid jet in grder to impart to 
the liquid in the duct a helicoidal flow, which may 
mechanically facilitate the removal of matter to be 
washed out (sebum, mucilages, etc.). 

A drainage canal 14 in the body 10 allows to drain 
out the lavage liquid which may be collected, if pre- 
ferred, in a suitable container for analysis or other pur- 
poses. 

Canal 14 may thus be an additional canal, com- 
pletely independent of injection canal 12, or other simi- 
lar arrangements may be foreseen. 

According to a preferred embodiment, one may, for 
instance, foresee a single canal longitudinally divided by 
a separating wall into two sections through one of which 
flows the entering liquid and through the other the liquid 
discharged, or two coaxial canals, one for the input liq- 
uid and the other for the output liquid. 

Fig.3 shows, in section, some possible forms. Oth- 
ers may be easily conceived by the expert. 

The ratio between the section of the drainage canal 
and of the injection canal should be 1:1 or higher in 
order for the liquid to f bw out freely 

According to a particular embodiment of the inven- 
tion, the drainage canal is suitably shaped, (or com- 
prises in its internal mouth a suitably shaped nozzle), 
and has multiple holes, to avoid clogging during the 
operation by the extracted material. 

The different elements of the device, according to 
the invention, may be made out of any suitable sub- 
stance. 

Silicone and/or plastic materials are preferred, 
which allow a rapid and accurate cleaning and have an 
elasticity which permits to adapt the device to the body 
parts interested. 

As the device, according to the invention, is of sim- 
ple use, it may be included in a kit for personal use, con- 
sisting of one or more containers for the lavage liquid 
and of one or more devices, according to the invention, 
which could be in case thrown away after use. 

The device according to the invention may also be 
connected to a suitable reservoir from which the liquid 
to be employed may be supplied by conventional 
means, e.g. plunger instruments or rubber syringes, etc. 


Claims 

1. Device for the lavage of a hunr^ internal duct 
allowing at the same time the drainage of the lav- 

5 age liquid, consisting of a txxJy (1 0) of substantially 
conical shape, which comprises connecting means 
of said body to a reservoir for the distribution of the 
lavage liquid, an input canal (12) through which the 
lavage liquid is introduced and an output canal (14) 

10 for the drainage of the used liquid, device charac- 
terized in that at least a part of said input canal (1 2) 
for injection of the lavage liquid into an ear duct is 
inclined relative to the central axis of said body (10) 
to direct impingement of the lavage liquid against 

15 wall surfaces of said ear duct without direct 
impingement of the stream against the eardrum. 

2. Device according to daim 1, characterized in that 
only one canal is present, divided by a separating 

20 wall into two sections, one (12) for the liquid input, 
the other (14) for the liquid output 

3. Device according to daim 1 , characterized in that 
the ratio between the output canal (1 4) section and 

25 the input canal (12) section is at least 1 : 1 or higher 

4. Device according to daim 1, characterized in that 
the input canal (12) is shaped as to impress a heli- 
coidal movement to the injected liquid. 

30 

5. Device according to daim 1, characterized in that 
said conical body (10) is suitably shaped as to 
adapt to the particular conformation of the patient 
auride. 

35 

6. Device according to daim 1, characterized in that 
said conical body (10) consists of plastic and/or sil- 
icone materials. 

40 7. Device according to daim 1 . characterized in that 
said conical body (10) is firmly attached to said res- 
ervoir.
